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The diplomatic correspondence on the 
claims presented by our Government to that 
of Great Britian, for lasses inflicted on our 
commerce by anglo-rebel cruisers, fills three 
full pages of the London Times, of October 
12. Tbe first communication, dated April 
7, 1865, is from Mr. Adams. After referring 
to the captures made and the outrages com- 
mitted by the Shenandoah, that Minister 
proceeds to say : 

Were there any reasons to believe that 
the operations carried on in the ports of her 
Majesty's kingdom and its dependencies to 
maintain and extend this systematic depre- 
dation upon tbe commerce of a friendly peo- 
ple bad been materially relaxed or pre- 
vented. I should not be under the painful 
necessitv of announcing to your lordship 
tbe fact that my Government canno: 
entailing upon the Government of Great 
Britain the responsibility for this damage. 
It is impossible to be insensible to the in- 
jury that ttuay yet be impending from the 
part which the Brilish stea:iur City of 
Richmond has had in being suffered to 
transport with impunity from the port of 
London men and supplies to place them on 
board of the Frencb-buiit steam ram Olin- 
Lhe, alias Stoerkodder, alias Stonewall, 
which has, through a continuously fraudu- 
lent process, succeeded in deluding several 
governments of Europe, and in escaping 
from this hemisphere on its errand of mis- 
chief iu tbe other. I am by no means in- 
whioh have already 
yet making, by her 
. to put a stop to such 
am and its dependen- 
permit myself to doubt 
tble disposition of her ministers to 
in auiicablH relations with tbe lov- 
ernment which I represent. Wniist per- 
fectly ready to bear testimony 1 1 the prompt- 
ness with which all the nuuierou* remon- 
strances and representations which it has 
been my painful duty heretofore to submit 
have beeu met and attended to by your 
lordship, it is at the same time impossible 
for me to dispute the fact that the hostile 
policy which it is the object of all this labor 
to prevent has no: only been checked, butis 
even now going into execution with more 
and more complete success. That poli -v, 1 
trust Iiittd not point out to your lordship, 
is substantially the destruction of tbe whole 
mercantile navigation t>elonging to the peo- 
ple of the United States. 

Bad Russell, replying to the note of Mr. 
Adams, unuer dste of May 4, vindicates at 
great length the course taken by U . r Ma- 
jesty Government. Adverting to the ar- 
guments employed by Mr. Adams, he 
•aya: 

"Allow me to observe, iu tbe first place, 
that I oan never admit that the duties ot 
Great Britain towards the Uniied States are 
to be measured by tL" losses which the 
trade aud commerce of the United States 
may have sustained. The q«es'ion is not 
what losses the United States have sustain- 
ed by the war, but whether in difficult and 
extraordinary circumstances the Govern- 
of Her Majesty have performed failh- 
lv and honest:y the duties which inter- 
law and their own municipal law 
upon them. Let me remind you 
when the civil war in America broke 
out so suddenly, so violently and so exten- 
sively, that event, in the preparation of 
which Great Britain had no share, <• .used 
nothing but detriment and injury to Her 
Majesty's subjects. Great Britain had pre- 
viously carried on a great commerce with 
the Southern States of the Union, and had 
procured there the staple which furnished 
materials for the industry of millions of her 

Kle. Had there been no war the exists 
reaties with the United Slates would 
have secured the continuance of a com- 
merce mutually advantageous and desira- 
ble. But what was the first act of tbe Pres- 
ident ol tbe Unitvd States? He proclaimed 
oa the l<nh of April, 1861, the blockade of 
the ports of seven Slates of the Union. But 
be could lawfully interrupt the trade ot 
neutrals with tbe Southern States upon one 
ground only — namely, that the Southern 
States were carrying. on war against the 
Government of the United Statwe; in other 
words, that they were belligerents. Her 
Majesty's Government, on hearing of these 
events, had only two courses to pursue- 
namely, that ot acknowledging the block- 
ade and proclaiming the neutrality jot Her 
Majesty, or that of refusing to acknowledge 
the blockade, and insisting upon the right 
of Her Majesty's subjects to trade with the 
ports ot tbe South. 

"Her majesty's government pursued the 
former course as ai once the most just and 
the moat friendly to the United Slates. It 
is obvious, indeed, that tbe course of treat- 
ing the vessels of the Southern States as pi- 
ratical vessels, and their crews as pirates, 
would have been to renounce the character 
of neutrals and to take part in the war. 
Nay, it would have been doing more than 
the United States themselves, who have 
never treated the prisoners they have made, 
either by land or sea, as rebels and pirates, 
but aa prisoners of war, to be detained uniil 
regularly exchanged. So much as to the 
step which vou say your government can 
never regard 'as otherwise tnan precipitate,' 
of acknowledging the Southern States as 
belligerents. It was, on the contrary, your 
own government wbicB, in assuming the 
belligerent right of blockade, recognized 
the Southern States as belligerents. Had 
they not been belligerents, the armed ships 
of th« United States would have had no 
right to atop a single British ship Upo» tfc* 
high eeeV^ 



her majesty's government is actuated by a 
friendly feeling towards Ihe United States, 
says : 

"The question, then, really comes to this: 
Is her majesty's government to assume or 
be lisble to a responsibility of conduct 
which her mnjesty's government did all in 
their power to prevent and to punish? — a 
responsibility which Mr. Adams, on the 
part of the United States Government in 
tbe case of Portugal, positively, firmly and 
justly declined. Have you considered to 
what this responsibility would amount ? 
Great Britain would become thereby an- 
swerable for every ship that may have left 
a British port and have been lound after- 
ward used by the Confederates as a ship-of- 
war; nay, more, for every cannon and every 
musket used by the Confederates 
sbip-of-war if manfactured in a 
workshop.'' 

The rejoinder of Mr. Adams is 
May 20, and in this document ho says, in 
reference to his former note: 

"It was my wish to maintain— 1. That 
the act of recognition by her majesty's gov- 
ernment, of insurgents as belligerents on 
the high seas before they had a single ves- 
sel afloat was precipitate and unprecedf ut- 
ed. 2. That it had the elfr ct of creating 
those parties belligerents alter the recogni- 
tion, instead of merely acknowledging an 
existi:j-i act. 3. That this creation has 
been usmm effected exclusively from the 
port8of her majesty's kingdom audits de- 
pendencies, with the aid aud co-ope rat in 
I of her majesty's subjects. 4. That during | 
lb- w hole course of the struggle in Ameri- 
ca, of nearly four years in duration, there 
has been uo appearance of the insurgents 
as a belligerent on the ocean, excepting iu 
the shape ot British vessels, const rueled, 
equipped, K.upplied, manned, and armed in 
B.ilish ports. 5. That during the same pe- 
riod it has been the constant and persistent 
endeavor of our government to remon- 
strate in every possible Jorui against the 
abuse of the neutrality of this kingdom, 
and to call upon her majesty's government 
to exercise the necessary powers to put an 
eflective stop to it. 6. That although the 
desire of her majesty's ministers to exert 
themselves iu the suppression of these 
abuses is freely acknowledged, the efforts 
which they made proved In a great degree 
\ owerless, froni tbe inefficiency of the law 
on which they relied, and from' their abso- 
lute relusal, when solicited to procure ad- 
ditional powers to nttain the object. 7. 
That by reason of the failure to check the 
Sagrstat abut-e of neutrality, the issue from 
British ports of a number of British ves- 
sels, with the aid of the recognition of their 
belligerent character in all the ports of her 
majesty's dependencies around the globe, 
has resulted in the burning aud destroying 
ou the ocean a large number of merchant 
Mm and a \ery large amount of prop- 
erty belonging to ihe p^eple of the United 
states B. That, iu addition to this direct 
i: jury, the action of theso British-built, 
wnnsili and armed vessels has had the in- 
direct effect of driving from the sea a large 
ppctkM of the commercial marlce of the 
United Stab s, and to a corresponding ax- 
tent enlarging that of Great Britain, thus 
enabling one portion of the British people 
to derive an unjust advantage from the 
wrong committed on a friendly nation by 
sjsothet' portion. 9. That the injuries thus 
received by a country which has mean- 
while sedulously endeavored to perform all 
its obligations, owing to the imperiection of 
the legal means at hand to prevent them, 
as well as the unwillingness to seek for 
more stringent powers, are of so grave a 
nature M iu reason aud justice to constitute 
a valid claim for reparation and indemnifi- 
cation." 

Mr. Adams then enters into a statement 
of the proceedings which took place as re- 
gards the fitting out of the Alabama, con- 
tending that, if there was not prima facie 
evidence enough to justify the seizure of 
that vessel, there was matter to make it the 
duly of her majesty's olfleers to lose no 
time, and omit no effort, to obtain the evi- 
dence on their own account to verify or dis- 
prove the allegations respecting her. 

The controversy is continued by Earl 
BaaaBSll in a note dated 30th of August, in 
which he reviews the facts ani circum- 
stances which led to t he ad option o! the poli- 
cy of h< r majesty's government, strongly 
urgingthat there is no reason to accuse her 
msjrclj ' - government of failure in the per- 
formance ol their international obligations 
during the war, and that, consequently, no 
valid claim can be made lor reparation and 
indemnification. 
In closing his communication he says: 
"I cannot conclude without taking this 
opportunity to ask you to join with her 
y's government in rejoicing that the 
war has ended without any rupture between 
two nations which ought tg be connected by 
the closest bonds of amity. The govern- 
ment of the United States have carried on 
to a suci essful issue, with great fortitude 
and perseverance, a civil war of unequalled 
magnitude. In the course of this war they 
have resolved t abolish slavery. The Brit 
ish nation have always entertained, and 
still entertain, the deepest abhorence, of 
laws by which men of oue color were made 
slaves of men of another color. The efforts 
by which the United States government and 
Congress have shaken off slavery have, 
therefore, the warmest sympathies of the 
people of these kingdoms. Then ansa sym- 
pathies SfUl accompany the President and 
Congress of the United Stutes in endeavor- 
ing to reorganize the Southern Stales ou the 
basis of equal freedom. Nor is there any 
question in dispute which seems likely to 
uiaturb the friendship of two nations which, 
the one in Europe aud the other in Ameri- 
ca, are distinguished for their love of liber- 
ty. Let our two nations, therefore, instead 
of captious discussions, respect the honor 
and believe in the friendly intentions of 
each < tber. In this manner we may pre- 
serve unbroken the ties of peace, and exer- 
cise a beneticial influence on the future des- 
tinies of the nations of the world." 

The last document in the series is a "con- 
fidential" not addressed by Mr. Adams to 
Earl Russell, dated September 18, in which 
he examines and replies to the reasons ad- 
duced by the noble Earl in vindication of 
the policy' of the government, concluding 
his letter as follows: 

" I take great satisfaction in concluding 
this note by cordially responding to your 
lordship's request to join with her majesty's 
Government in rejoicing that the war has 
ended without any rupture between the two 
nations, which ought to be connected by the 
closest bonds of amity. I likewise receive . 
with pleasure your lordship's assurances i .stupendous in 
that the efforts by which the Government futurity 
and Congress of my country have shaken I do not 
off slavery have tbe warmest sympathies of 
the people of these kingdoms. If from 
painful observation in a service extended 
through four years I cannot iu candor yield 
my entire assent to this statement, as ap- 
plied to a large and too influential portion 
of her majesty's subjects; if it has been my 
misfortune to observe, in the process of so 
wonderful a revolution, a degree of cold- 
ness and apathy prevailing in many quar- 
ters, from which my countrymen had every 
right to expect warm and earnest sympa- 
thy; if, throughout this great trial, tbe 
severity of which tew not well versed in 
the nature of our institutions could fully 
comprehend, the voice of encouragement for 
this ride of the water has too often emitted 
a doubtful sound, I yet indulge the hope 
that the result arrived at will ultimately 
correct the hasty and harsh judgments that 
flowed from lacs: of faith and of confidence 
in our fidelty to a righteous cause. Of the 
friendly disposition in this regard of the 
members of her majesty's government, and 
and especially of your lordship, I have 
nevnr permitted myself to doubt. And yet, 
in the midst of the gravest of our difficul 
ties, I cannot forget that ever your lordship 
was pleased, in an official published dis- 
patch, to visit with the severity of your but 
too weighty censure the greatest political 
measure of tbe late lamented President, 
that which, in fact, opened the only practi- 
cal way to tbe final attainment of the glo- 
rious end. Under such circumstances, I 
pray you not to disguise tbe belief that with 
Uty Government, as among my countrymen 
at large, there Is still left a strong sense of 
ujured feeling, which only time and th» 



your lordship's note, are likely to correct." 
In that Convention Mr. Adams proposes 
that the questions of the responsibility of 
the British Government be referred to some 
foreign Governineutas an arbitrator. This 
Lord Russell declines— refuses to submit 
any question involving the good faith of 
England to the arbitrament of any foreign 
power; but offers to refer all claims for dam- 
agf * by American and British subjects, 
arMas] out of the war, to a joint commis- 
sion. 



e are permitted to publish the fol- 
lowing private letter from an officer of the 
army whose services to the Union have 
been marked. At present, and for some 
lime past, he has been stationed in Lou- 
isville, Ky. It will attract attention as 
well from the vigorous language in which 
it is couched as from the clearness of its 
views: 

[from ss> Washington baity Ubroulclf. OH. 17.} 
letter on Reorganization. 

Louisville, Oct. 9, 1865. 
Mi Dkak M.: Did you ever receive a 
letter from me, going into the matter of the 
principles of resteration of the States and 
on negro suffrage? My idea was that no 
States should be restored to their original 
position ot State* oj the United Statet, except- 
ing on condition that they adopt the prin- 
ciple on which the United States waged the 
war: No right to sbckdb and pkbpktu- 
al UNlort, and also the accomplished inci- 
dent of the tt-ir — so • Layer. 

In adopting and embodying these in the 
new cou-titutions ef the restored States, 
tuey may at the same time safely give the 
question of negro suffrage to tho law-mak- 
ing power, to be regulated and changed by 
it at will. But in the one matter of adopt- 
ing n new <•■ m-l't u: ';. >n. as the fundamental 
law, all adults who are to live under it 
should have a voice. I think that this last 
is BL)irinc<plc and right in the abstract in 
any Republic or self-governing community, 
and that privilege to the legislative depart- 
ment to act at any t:m-- ou questions ex- 
tending or resirlcllmr negro suffrage would 
effect the best practical result. It is an im- 
portant point to be maintained that there 
were no State governments in active exis- 
tence iu Dixi<4 alter the secession ordi- 
nances. That the so-called legislatures, 
governors, judges, and every oue under 
them, who were appointed or elected or 
held their assumed offices under the pre- 
teudsd State governments, u-t constituted 
under the effect, or as an effect, of these or- 
dinances, were merely inhabitants, and not 
governors, legislators, or judges, or auy of- 
ficers who can be recognized as such by the 
United Stated. Th:< maintenance of this 
pa>n< is fully effected by the declaration of 
the conventions that these ordinances were 
null, not " repealed." This establishes I'Kit- 
i'Eiual Ujiiok: that is, it makes any at- 
tempted act for secession null, nothing, no 
a st. 

The abolition of slavery by a convention 
adopts for its State, rocogniz?s, compels 
and makes perpetual th=> great deed accom- 
pllsed by the » ur measures, viz: freeing all 
the slaves In Dixie: and does more besides, 
it abolishes the institution from tbe body 
politic. To free all the slaves now living, 
and to abolish slavery, are two things; our 
armies under commander-in-chief Presi- 
dent Lincoln did the first, but it was be- 
yond, his power aud required the political 
action|of conventions, to effect, for the States 
severally, the latter. 

I consider that the great objects of the re- 
bellion in the minds ot the very leaders was 
not to preserve slavery or to gain indepen- 
dence per se; but to be independent for a 
purpose; and to use slavery as incidental to 
that purpose. That purpose was to separate 
certain States and erect them into an inde- 
pendent government, in which provision 
would be made for the permanent ascen- 
dency of the few who constitute the slave- 
holding class — a close oligarchy, which has 
always wielded the power of the Govern- 
ment by political arts, but were now deter- 
mined to secure and hold it by a Hxed 
ted ure, as a recognized, and probably he- 
reditary, aristocracy. Theso leaders telt 
sure of getting, at ouc^, all the slave States, 
and pehaps also most of the border free 
States, and trusted that ere long the re- 
maining fragments of the nation would as- 
sent to the plain and joiu the dissevered 
part so as to "save the Union." But that 
was doubtful as an early effect of the first 
coup d'etat, and they theiefore willed to be- 
giu by trying,their plan on their own sec- 
tion, separated and independent, and by 
conquest or diplomacy to exteuu it after- 
ward. This would have beeu essentially 
( flee led under the terms obtained by the 
rebel Gen. Johnston in his first arrange- 
ment with Gen. Sherman; the latter, in ef- 
fect, conceding all that the rebels went to 
war for, and exacting no other condition 
tfcan that the name "United States" instead 
of "Confederate States" should be adopted, 
and the old Hag take the place of the Con- 
federate flag. 

It seems vexatious, certainly, that the 
leaders who had the purpose specified should 
now be permitted to take prominent part in 
ta* reston tion. But they are now, and 
must be forever, leaders in name only, not 
in effect. The basis of their former leader- 
ship is g ne, and they assume to take prom- 
inent part merely for the pleasure of being 
distinguished from the mass. They are not 
now members of an oligarchy with the 
grand purpose and scheme, always in view, 
of becoming members of a fixed aristocracy. 
They are not a distinct class as great slave- 
holders, or as representing that interest. 
In short, they will be leaders simply as 
men in the North become leaders, by tact 
and talent; and are mere parts of the gen- 
eral mass, to emerge from the mass, or to 
sink into it while others rise* out of it, just 
in proportion to the tact and talent ot each 
individual. I think it is wise, very w ise, 
to permit these and such as have hitherto 
acted with them w hen in the rebellion, to 
take part in the restoration of their States 
to full communion with the United States. 
It maintains the idea and principle of self- 
covernment, tho very vital breach of any 
Ki public. The evil is for the present time; 
tbe good remains to the last days of the Re- 
public, which by this means hos eecurity 
for extension to the latest day of the world. 

By considering the subject in this enlarged 
sense, I am persuaded that President Jonn- 
son's plan of restoration is adopted on true 
principles and will succeed in securing the 
greile>t good-and that greatest goodMs 



its power and arms. 

As to slavery, the slaves were freed as a 
necessary war measure, and, as slaves once 
freed cannot be re-enslaved, it is right that 
the fact should be recognized by the con- 
ventions, and the necessary conditions for 
the consequent legislation be embodied In 
in their action, and so slavery be abolished 
by the action of the people of the reorgan- 
ized States, who will thereby anticipate, 
adopt and couform to the amendment to 
the Constitution of the United States, al- 
ready passed and on the point of being rat- 
ified by the requisite three-fourths of all 
the States. 

The scheme Is all good— I l'ke it! True, 
there may be some unpleasant or even un- 
just things done while the great measures 
are taking shape, but these are accidents, 
not intentions, and must be borne in all 
cases where to avoid them might interfere 
with the consummation under the great 
theory.

risked every sacrifice iu crushing the re- 
bellion, are now subjected to from those 
hitherto dlsallected, and so, probably, Presi- 
dent Johnson himself feels. But we know 
him and know his Cabinet, and should 
therefore rest content that every thing is 
being done by the very men who have en- 
dured most and have conducted the war to 
a triumphant conclusion. 

It must be that the theory they are acting 
on is — as it has ever been mine, you know — 
that the States of the Union never ceased to 
exist, but thus their active life was suspend- 
ed for four years, during which they had no 
administration — the same as if every officer 
had been struck dead in one day, and that, 
for "some time after, a crowd of men had 
usurped the administration of affairs on 
some other basis than the old and true one, 
That other assumed basis is now declared 
to be no basis, snd that crowd of men no 
officers- Hence their acta are all legally 
null, Now, under the eoguisance of the 
United States, which preserved the condi- 
tions of the old basis, and maintained the 
machinery of the Constitution tor interpret- 
ing the validity, and thereon accepting the 
doings of the people with the State limit?, 
the State is set in motion again, and that 
by a Convention of Its own people of the 
several shades of opinion, so that hereafter 
it cannot be quoted as in motion from any 
force imposed on it from without. This is 
true; albeit tbe conditions are Axed, that 
tbe Conventions shall declare that any act 
of secession is null and that slavery Is 
abolished.

Lynch Law In Iowa— Shocking Case at 
rails Aa Innocent Man Nearly Killed 
—Abuse to His supposed Lifeless Uoily. 

[From tbe Den Mo ties Begister, 24ih ] 
A young man, who had been living in 
this town in the employ of a liveryman on 
Walnut street, and whose mother lives in 
Eddy ville, got on the eastern bound coach 
at llising Sun on Monday evening last. 
When the coach reached Pella, oue of the 
passengers dlscot ered that his pocket had 
beeu picked, and that he had lost all of his 
money, amounting to ?3ti0. From some 
cause or other, suspicion was fastened on 
the youug mau from Des Moines, lie was 
arrested and searched; but aa no money 
was found on his person, except the pitiful 
sum of four dollar* and five cents, he was 
dismissed and went ou his way to Eddy- 
ville. Shortly alter his departure, several 
persons in Pellu expressed their conviction 
that he was the thief', notwithstanding his 
apparent innocence. Ho was sent for, and 
brought back to Pella. Ho was perfectly 
submissive, and seemed to manifest no 
great indiguatiou at the violence with 
which he was treated. 

It was determined to lynch him. Men, 
to the number of forty or fifty, surrounded 
him, seized him, encircled his nock with a 
rope, suspended him, and kept him hang- 
ing for a much longer time than the pur- 
poses even of ordinary lynching required. 
He was at length taken down, and fell limb 
and lifeless to the floor. It was believed 
th;it he was assuming, and he was question- 
ed, and even kicked, but he showed no 
signs of life. A bystander finally placed a 
linger on his wrist, and no pulse was per- 
ceptible. Then there was a general scare. 
A doctor was summoned who announced 
his opinion that the man's spine was seri- 
ously injured. The next morning at five 
o'clock, when wo last heard from nim, he 
was lying In the same insensible condition 
in which be was found when the rope was 
taken from bis neck. 

We learn from the Pella Blade that the 
name of the young man who was so terri- 
bly lynched in that place a few nights since, 
Thomas Cale. The man who lost the 
money, for the theft of which Cale was ac- 
led, was oue Lendreth. The Blade de- 
nounces, iu a very proper manner, the 
fiendish violence wiih which Cale was I 
treated. The poor fellow, after he had 
stood an examination, and had been re- 
leased because there was not a shadow of 
proof of his guilt, was suspended by the 
neck four minutes, and. when cut down, 
was found to be insensible, and remained 
in that state for hours. 

A part of the time during which he was 
lying with no perceptible evidence of life In 
pulse or perspiration, he lay out of doors, 
exposed to the terrible storm of Monday 
night of last week! Could infernal cruelty 
be carried further? 

For a State which professed to recognize 
the obligations of civil law, Iowa has been 
little too much given to violent demon- 
strations. In 1857, when horse thieves 
were on the rampage iu several of the coun- 
ties, uot leas than fifteen or twenty of them 
gave up the ghost under the manipulations 
of mob law; and, since that time, although 
the cases of mob vengeance and defiance of 
law have been leas numerous, or at least 
less fatal to human life, they have been al- 
together too frequent. Society will never 
be what it ought to be under the better 
forms o' civilisation, until a supreme re- 
spect shall be shown to legal authority as 
distinguished from mob excitement and 
mob murders. Every man who was en- 
gaged in that develiah scene at Pells 
should be put upon his trial under an in- 
dictment for aseault with Intent to commit

well-known policy of the General Govern- 
ment and in obedience to the orders oi 
their superior officers; and inspectors of 
election sued for heavy damages for refus- 
ing to receive the vote of a still rampant 
and well known rebel. These are a few o! 
the straws that have taught us the direc- 
tion in which the current sets in the heart- 
of very many at least of the vanquished 
chivalry. It may be said that these are 
local, not general, iu their character; that, 
in almost every case, some local irritation 
existed, bringing to the surface in an exag- 
gerated form and with a malignant charac- 
ter what would have otherwise remained 
out of sight. We should Le giad to know 
that such has been the fact in every case, 
cited above, and in all of a similar charac- 
ter. But the enuucialiou of that grand 
law of morals, that the surroundings of a 
man cannot of themselves put anything of 
evil or good into him, would still stand to 
arraign and convict these men. 

Those symptoms are alarming, and the 
Executive officers of the General Govern- 
ment so regard tbem. The neighbors of 
these men have felt alarmed, a3 the very 
sensible resolutions of a convention held iu 
Lexington a few days ago show. 

Those symptoms indicate strength and 
bitterness too. But there is the embitter*. d 
strength of the last despairing struggle, 
which is less the result of volition than a 
phenomenon of an organic law of disease. 
Let us, with charity and patience, hope that 
i ue disease of secession is thus to go out in 
death at a day not remote. The very ra- 
pidity with which it has advanced in its

This stately Review vindicates in this 
October number the validity of a claim to 
rank as the peer with the most renowned 
of European Quarterlies. The various pa- 
pers that adorn it are of unusual excellence. 
The opening article, entitled " The Politi- 
cal Opinions of Jefferson," contains as just 
an estimate of that great American states- 
man as we have ever read. In some re- 
spects it is the fairest appreciation of him 
of which we know anything. 

Tbe third paper of this number is devoted 
to a searching, thorough, investigation 
of the political character of Johu C. Cal- 
bouc. It is a most withering exposition oi 
Mr. Calhoun in vital points, and nearly 
all the exposition is based upon proof fur- 
nished by Mr. Calhoun himself. The utter 
collapse oi the political fabric to which he 
devoted almost unceasing labor, a collapse 
that commenced with Lee's surrender, and 
weut on rapidly through all the armed 
champions of Calhoun's notions of govern- 
ment, he did not live to see. It was a source 
ol frequently expressed regret, by him that 
be did not "force tbe negro question on the 
North;" but, although in hisgrave beforethe 
armed enforcement, it was all the work of 
his hands. The history of the Confederacy 
is the history of John C. Calhoun's ideas of 
government. Had he been alive when 
the rebellion took up arms, he would 
have been the selected leader of the 
treason, and he would have led it in 
very much the style that Jefferson 
Davis did. It would be difficult to find 
in history two minds of more perfect 
similitude than these of John C. Calhoun 
and Jefferson Davis. Both were very nar- 
row, and very indifferently equipped for 
utility. Both were remarkably dogmatic, 
self-willed, arrogant, egotistical and stub- 
born. Mr- Calhoun was well satisfied that 
bis head contained more knowledge than 
was possessed by all tbe rest of the South, 
and Jefferson Davis bad a similar thought 
about himself, which he held with as much 
tenacity as any martyr ever exhibited in 
upholding his faith. Jefferson Davis com- 
pleted the ruins which Calhoun's theories 
undermined, or he rather applied the torch 
to the combustibles Mr. Calhoun spent a 
large part of bis life in gathering. No two 
men ever lived who could utter a delibe- 
rate falsehood with more perfect Pecksuif- 
fean complacency and smoothness. Mr. 
Calhoun was reputed to be a man of most 
exemplary character. He did not gamble 
nor drink, nor did he participate in the or- 
dinary vices of Washington City; but he 
could stand up in the Senate chamber and 
play tricks in logomachy that would have 
d iagraced a gamester. A conspicuous speci- 
men of this want of veracity and integrity 
was displayed when he made his 
summersault from being tbe cham- 
pion oi the protective system, to the leader- 
ship of I be free trade school. It would have 
done him no harm to announce that his 
views of political economy had undergone 
a change.

In makfbg a careful survey of the works 

of Mr. Calhoun, after he was disappointed 
in being recognised as the successor of Gen- 
eral Jackson in the Presidency, we should 
be at a loss to find the basis of his leader- 
ship in tbe South, were it not for our knowl- 
edge of the deplorable ignorance of the 
masses of the people in that region, and the 
want of talent among the men who were 
the priests of tin ■ Calhoun temple. Small 
as Mr. Calhoun was as a statesman, when 
compared with such men as Jefferson, Mad- 
ison and Hamilton, he loomed out largely 
among the pigmies by whom he was sur- 
rounded. When tbe rebellion took up arms, 
even these pigmies had diminished iu size. 
There was but one really great mind in the 
Confederacy, and he never was of Mr. Cal- 
houn's school. We allude to Alexander H. 
Stephens. 

The paper in the "North American Re- 
view" on John C. Calhoun presents as per- 
fect a picture of the man as will ever be 
drawn. Aud this picture, in the main, is 
painted by Mr. Caiboun himself. The 
reader will be struck by a number of these 
graphic touches. Th re is one that shows 
in an eminent degree tbe remarkable sa- 
gacity of President Jackson. It is singular 
that the writer in the Review did not bring 
the two graphic touches into juxtaposition, 
as it is generally understood that Mr. Par- 
ton, the biographer of Jackson, is tbe au- 
thor of the paper on Caiboun. The intrigu- 
ing n u Hi tier first essayed to make a uu.it d 
South on the tariff question, but found that 
be could not succeed, because, as he said, 
Louisiana found her important sugar in- 
terest fostered by a protective tariff.

He said the tariff bus beeu the ex- 
cuse for disunion now; driven from that, 
the next effort will be on negro slavery. 

Tbe writer in the North American Review 
who has performed tbe dissection of Mr. 
Calhoun, has rendered a good service to 
American statesmanship in thus setting 
forth the hideous features of Mr. Calhoun's 
political views. Tbe eternal monument 
of the infamy of those views will dwell 
in the memories of tbe world through tbe 
record that impartial history will make oi 
the ruin, the desolation that visited 
all those regions that were cursed with 
faith in the creed of John C. Caiboun. 
That creed was the staple of the political 
life of South Caroliua, and the war inaugu- 
rated by her in the behests of that creed, 
bas made her almost a howling wilderness. 
Of that poisoned chalice which she forced 
to tbe lips of tbe nation she has been made 
to drink the deepest and bitterest draughts. 
The depths of her humiliation are almost 
unfathomable. The annals of history pre- 
sent nothing of lower depths, and it may be 
questioned whether they record any that 
equal thos-' of the arrogant, gasconading, 
"leek eating" South Carolinians. Ancient 
Pistol may possibly be a species of resem- 
blance, but he neither rose to their bight of 
insolence, nor to their depth in chagriu and 
humiliation. 

Tbe second article of this number is one 
of great ability. It is on Faith and Science, 
aud the subject is well, but not thoroughly 
investigated. There is but little probabil- 
ity that the war between faith and science 
will ever be ended on this earth, until ''the 
restitution of all things," or uutil fWih is 
lost in sight, and science is swallowed up 
iu thi- revealments of eternity. 

Jie'dgercnt unr vessels in neutral ports, is 
quite an exhaustive research on tbe ques- 
tions connected with the fitting out in Eng- 
lish port*, of sucb vessels as tbe Alabama, 
Shenandoah, and other rebel cruisers. The 
subject is handled with eminent power, 
and the study of the article will well repay 
tbe labor of tbe American who may wish 
to know tbe gr. und occupied by his coun- 
try on tbe iuteresting questions between tbe 
United States and Great Britain. 

Eilucation of the frccdmen is the seventh 
article in this number, aud is one of the 
most interesting aud instructive contribu 
lions on this subject that we have read. Oh, 
that every American could read it in tbe 
spirit in which it was written. 

Tbe 4th article on the query "Is the study 
of language a Physical Science," and the 
Mb article ou "American Political 
we have not read.

The Executive of the Government v.ill 
endeavor to make your Bojourn agreeable, 
as it wiU at all times be pleased to know 
the wishes of your government. The letti-r 
sent by the Bey of Tunis was then pre- 
sented, and the di^tiugusbed visitors were 
severally introduced to tbe President, who 
said that while here in their individual ca- 
pacity evt ry facility would he presented to 
them to make their st journ pleasant and 
instructing. This w;is outside of usual 
courtesies, aud he expiessed the hope that 
RU the delegations between us and Barbary 
may be conducted irfan amicuble and sat- 
isfactory manner. These remarks were in- 
terpreted in Freuch hy ihe Consul, and Sec- 
-etary Seward then handed a copy of the 
President's speech to Gen. Hisham. The 
audience here terminated, the Tunisians 
and President and Secretary of State 
shaking hands at parting. Everybody 
present seemed much interested and satis- 
fied with 



Reception of tbe Tunis Ambassadors— Tbe 
Ceremonies at the White House. 

WAsniwoTON, Oct. 30.— At noon to-day, 
in accordance with the preliminary ar- 
rangements, the Tunisian Ambassdors 
were escorted to the Executive Mansion by 
the Secretary of State, accompanied by Mr. 
Perry, United States Consul at Tunis, and 
Mr. Cox, of the State Department. A large 
number of persons had gathered at the 
outer door to witness tbe entrance. They 
were at once conducted into the Blue Room. 
The Ambassadors were in full dress and 
displayed on their breasts marks and 
badges of honor, while our Consul wore 
the consular uniform. Standing near one 
of the large mirrors was Chevalier An- 
toine Conti, the secretary and interpreter, 
and next to him Consul Perry; on the Bofa 
near the latter were seated Gen. Otinas, 
who has been the Ambassador, and Secre- 
tary Seward, while Col. Payco Gaito, aid- 
de-camp to Gen. Hash em. stood on the 
right of the group. The fifteen or more 
spectators present, including ladies, occu- 
pied seats on the opposite. While waiting 
for the President a desultary conversation 
was carried on by the distinguished parties. 

The question having been asked how this 
room corresponded with the palaoe, tbe 
Tunian Secretary replied in Frencii.through 
Consul Perry, that it was not the room that 
did the honor, Out the persons concerned 
that was the great matter of consequence. 

Consul Perry said tbe visitors were much 
interested with the postofnee operations, 
which brought out so clearly the idea of 
thinking, in tbe number of soldiers' letters 
distributed. In many of tbe things they had 
seen it seemed to them that something was* 
wanting; but notwithstanding this, they 
were very much pleased. Their impression 
bad been that the capital was necessarily 
the central point of the elegance and rich- 
B< bs of the entire country; but of this they 
were undeceived, when they were reminded 
of the fact that this is not a commercial 
city, but the political metropolis. 

Mr. Seward remarked that Washington 
is as large now as any other c'ty of the 
country was at the time the national seat ot 
government was made, and gave some in- 
teresting facts connected with the erection 
of the President's house. 

Consul Perry stat. d that there are four 
principal palaces in Tunis, adding that 
there are small palaces in all important 
plrces where Governors reside, and n. tliese 
the Bey is entertain -tl when be visits them. 

S cretsry Seward, in the course of the 
conversation, — ntluned that the President 
always resides at thu Capitol, and here a l 
the deputies of the Government are lo- 
cated. 

Consul Perry said tb;- visitors bad been 
very much interested iu tbe machinery 
they had seen, and especially with the me- 
chanical contrivances by which one could 
do as much as a hundred or even a thou- 
sand men. 

Consul P., by jequest of the Tunisian 
Secretary, inquired whether everything iu 
tbe room was of American manufacture, to 
which Secretary Seward replied that he be- 
lieved so, with the exception perhaps of tbe 
carpet and some of the ornaments. Consul 
P., smiling, said the question was a fault of 
bis own, as it was superinduc-L-d bv the fact 
that bis American pride always stood out 
so prominently. 

This led the Tunisian Secretary lo make 
inquiry. He further remarked, iu response 
to Secretary Seward, that there was no sys- 
tematic exploration of Carthage now car- 
ried on. The Arabs wandered over tlie 
scene, and would pick up t»maii stones and 
carry away tbe d* sultory. 

Tbe conversation was" here interrupted 
by tbe entrance ot President Johnson. All 
in the r- x in rose to their feet. Tbe Presi- 
dent advanced to the group, which saluta- 
tion was in like manner returned, when 
H is Excellency, Gen. Uashem, read from a 
paper, written in Arabic, an address, of 
which the following is a translation: 

Your Excellency: His Highness, the 
Bey of Tunis, my august sovereign, pre- 
sents to your Excellency his warmest greet- 
ings and the respectful homage which is 
due to your exalted position. He has sent 
me to appear in your presence for the pur- 
pose of expressing to your excellency and 
to your people tbe great pleasure which he 
experienced on the cessation of your ca- 
lamatous war, and the restoration of peace 
and tranquility in your great country. My 
august sovereign has also instructed me to 
present to your ExceUency expressions of 
condolence after the tragic end ot the illus- 
trious man, Abraham Lincoln, whose death 
justly excited tbe Nation and exceedingly 
excited hia. Highness. We ardently hope 
and pray that with this event may end tbe 
misfortunes of tbe United States. 

In view of tbe friendship which unites 
tbe two countries, bis Highness, the Bey, 
sends to your Excellency his portrait as a 
souvinor of bis friendship for the aug- 
mentation of which believed our respective 
people, and bis Highness has a lively inter- 
est and warm desire. I feel myself flatter- 
ed and exceedingly fortunate that the 
choice of his Highness has fallen upon me 
to accomplish this important and honorable 
mission, whose success I should regard as 
one of the noblest results of my life. I take 
pleasure in staling on this occasion in the 
pre sence of your Excellency that since my 
arrival in this country I have everywhere 
received the most cordial and flaftering 
greetings and tbe iiveliest expressions of 
sympathy for my country, for which I am 
duly grateful. 

The President replied: General, this in- 
auguration of national courtesies between 
the old continent of Africa and tbe new 
continent of America seems to be sug- 
gestive, and we trust it is auspicious. I am 
glad that Tunis has sent us an envoy, and 
am especially pleased that you have been 
chosen by his highness, the Bey, to be that 
Mini-ter. Ton are favorably known to us 
as a soldier and as a scholar, and above us 
as a statesman, devoted to the extinction of 
slavery. You will be ablo to report to his 
highness the news that the Americans are 
trying a military experiment. It is nothing 
less than this: Whether a people can save lib- 
erty, and at tbe same time preserve itself. 
Tbe events pleasing and painful to which 
you have referred to in your speech, and to 
which your Government has referred so 
kindly in your letters ot credence, were in- 
cidents of this great trial. We have ac- 
cepted them as such, and while we thank 
God that He has saved us from the calaml- 



The St. John Explosion— 13 Persons 
Killed. 

New Yorb, October 30.— The number of 
killed by tbe steamer St. John disas'er now 
foot up thirteen; Mr. Arehiboult, of Mpn- 
trerl; Mrs. M.Lyons, Adrean Sear les and 
W. S. Norebrok, of Albany; having died 
during tbe night. 

The mosl horrible robberies were com- 
mitted during the catastrophe. 

The dead body cf Mr. Brooks being 
robbed of his watch and pocket-book. Mr, 
8earles of his watch, while crowding around 
on the floor of the cabin. 

It is thought the waiters on board were 
the thieves; one of whom has been arrested. 

Mr. B. B. Hotchkiss, manufacturers of 
the Hotchkiss Bhell, occupied a state room 
adjoining those which were burst open by 
the force of the steam. The floor of his 
room was covered with boiling water, and 
in stepping out of bis berth his right foot 
was badly scalded. He says tbe rupture in 
the boiler did not sound like an explosion, 
but resembled the gushing out of an im- 
mense body of steam; be did not think at 
first that it was an explosion, because there 
was no sharp report.

This opinin is sustained by tbe ap- 
pearance of tbe boiler; tbe fractured piece 
turned over as if knipped, and still remain- 
ing fast by one edge to the boiler.

The next morning 
twenty vessels were visible from the look- 
out. The gunboat Muscoata went ashore 
but got off. A large ship, unknown, went 
ashore, high aud dry, on the reef, but no 
assistance could be rendered, owing to the 
high sea.

Fenian Alarm In Canada. 

New York, October 30.— The Herald's 
Torouto correspondent says: There is much 
excitement and anxiety of the Government 
and loyalists of Canada over the present 
and prospective movements ot the Fenians.

Washington special says that Chaplain 
French, who haa recently traveled exten- 
sively in the interior of Georgia add reas- 
injr 50,000 fr*~dmen and many thousands 
of planters as to their relative duties, is 
here He report* great destitution among 
manv thousands of freedmen, especially 
anion* theme twnt into the State for sale 
keeping and abandoned by their former 
owners on the surrender of the rebel army. 
Manv citizens are glad slavery Is done 
awav with. The exce*w of freedmen above 
the ability of the planters toemploy or sup- 
port is caosing great em barraatment, and 
threatens serious trouble unlet* relief in 
some form be furni*hed. 

It is reoommend< d that homesteacs on 
the public lands of Florida might relieve 
many thousands. Several men, high in au- 
thority he;-e. are understood to favor tins 
plan. 'The freedmen generally plead for 
schools. Chaplain French has been recotn- 
missioned by order of the President, at the 
joint requ«»t of tienerals Steadman, Sax- 
t m and (iilmore, and ordered to report to 
General Howard. He goes North to repre- 
sent the wants of t »e treeii men. 

The reoeipt* from internal revenue on 
Saturdvv amounted to fl .083,480 76. 

The ivillowing important order, relative

Any General or General staff officer on 
duty within the limits of the Department, 
wu<V-e services 0 in be sp 1 red, may be de- 
tail- d for this purpose. The officer will 
>n each omoer atid enli-ted man so 
paraded as to whether he wish s to be dh>- 
char^ed or to rem nn in the service, and 
will make out sepante lists of those who 
wi-b a discharge and of these who wish to 
rei.iatu in the servi<-e. Each list will then 
be r-'ad la? fore the officers and men, who 
will have an opport unity to correct it, so 
that it will b» a true expression of their 
wisbei on the subject. 'I he officers will 
visit all those who may be absent from the 
parade, and in a similar manner obtain 
lb- ir w ish* 3, and enter their names in the 
proper rolls. ... 

The rolls of officers and men who wish to 
be discharged will then be turned over to 
the Commissary of Must?rs, who will at 
once muster out of service those whose 
names are on the rolls of such as desire a 
discbarge. He will obtain from regimental 
officers the neoeeiary dates, and complete 
the rolls of these who desire to remain in 
the service, so as to exhibit their rank and 
degree of disability. Tht3e rolls, when 
r impleied, will be forward* d to the Adjn- 
t.mt General. The names of offi«~?ra aud 
men belonging to different companies or 
regiments will not be borne on the same 
ro.l> ,n sny of the above cases. The rolls of 
those who wish to remain in service, as well 
as those who wish for discbarge, will be 
made on the prescribed blanks for muster 
and descriptive rolls, and will contain full 
information according to the form of the 
blank.

CapC Wells wrote to the oon-ul to ac- 
qua.ut those who considered themselves 
the authorities he would reaor. to extreme 
measures should sny insult be offen d to 
the American flag, through the person of 
th- consul or otherwise. He also notified 
him that he would bold the said authorities 
to account if the\ <■ .ut.n.ie to take away 
the soft coal belonging to the United States 
Government. The Captain of the British 
gunboat Farrow co-operated with Captain 
Wells in ibis matter. The town of Cape 
Haytien was never at any time held by 
more than five hundred insurgents, and the 
insurrection was confined witdin its limits.

The fragments ct the wreck were 
scattered over 300 yards distant from where 
the explosion took place. The Cornyock 
was a new boat, and the cause of the disas- 
ter is unknown.

St. Louis has now in her trade two boats 
called Dictator.
